Five officers of Taxicab 
Drivers Local 405 told the 
Post-Dispatch today they were 
fired from office in the local 
last Saturday because they op- 
posed Harold J. Gibbons for 
president of Teamsters Joint 
Council 13 in the disputed 
election a year ago 

The deposed officers, who 
said they were elected in 1957, 
are: William Boyd, president; 
Lioyd Young, vice president; 
R. T. Smith, recording secre- 
tery. and Charles Summers and 
George Reinhart, trustees. 

They met today with E. E. 
(Gene) Walla, president of the 
Teamsters Construction Driv- 
ers Local, who was defeated by 
Gibbons by a vote of 76 to 71 
on the basis of seven disputed 
joint council votes. The group 
sent the following telegram to 
James R. Hoffa, international 
president, at Washington: 

“As members of the execu- 
tive board of 405, respectfully 
request you as_ international 
president order Harold Gib- 
bons and others acting under 
him to cease their activities in 


Local 405. Please be advised 
in the absence’ of immediate 
action by yourself, will be 


obliged to resort to instant civil 
action.” 
Their Last Checks. 

Smith told a reporter that 
when he and the other oificers 
went to Teamsters headquar- 
ters, 1641 South Kingshighway, 
Saturday to collect their $30 
monthly expense checks they 
were informed by a stenogra- 
pher that the checks were the 
last they would receive and 
that they 
removed as officers of Local 
405 by Gibbons. 

Joseph Bommarito, business 
agent of the local, later told 
the officers that he and Philip 
Reichardt, acting secretary- 
treasurer, had recommended 


the removal to Gibbons, The 
group said Bommarito de- 
scribed the election of the 
local officers in 1957, under 
trusteeship, as ‘‘a mockery.” 
The deposed officers ex- 


pressed the opinion that Gib- 
bons. who named new officers 
wanted delegates who will vote 
for him if a new election for 
joint council president is or- 
dered. 

Under Study by Monitors. 

The disputed election is an 
item of business under consid- 
eration by court-appointed 
monitors, who are 
ing Teamster activities nation- 
ally. Walla last week re- 
quested a new election, al- 
though three members of his 
slate were elected over 
bons’s candidates on Jan. 15, 
1958. No meeting of the coun- 
cil has been called by Gibbons 
since that date.

Calls for New Con- 
cept of Conservation 
—Offers ‘Good Man- 


agement’ Program. 


America must take steps now 
to assure adequate water re- 
sources 20 years from now, 
Maj. Gen. E. C. Itschner, chief 
of Army Engineers, told the 
Mississippi Valley Association | 
today at its opening session at' 
the Chase Hotel. | 


Requirements for water have | 
increased on an unprecedented | 


scale, Itschner said. As a re-' 
sult, “we must overhaul our'| 
entire concept of water re-. 


source programs and the way) 
we g0 about carrying them | 
out.’ 

‘Good Management’ yong | 

Itschner’s solution § to he | 
problem is “‘good nanan 
He listed four steps that the | 
nation ought to take in the | 
name of good management: 

First, planning of water re- 
sources development and use | 
so as to asSure the optimum | 
utilization. Every project built) 
from now on should fit into’ 
an orderly plan. 

Second, effective action must 
be taken without delay to pro- 
tect sites where we know reser- 
voirs must be built for water 
storage. 

Third, an order of priority 
must be established for proj- 
ects most urgently needed. 

Fourth, a policy of effective 
co-ordination must be estab- 
lished among federal, state and | 
local agencies concerned with | 
water in every area of the 
country so that conflict can be 
reduced, 

‘Floating Production Lines.’ 

“Our navigation systems | 
have become floating mass pro- | 
duction lines,” he said. “Barge 
traffic has more than doubled 
in the past decade and will | 
continue to grow. Our harbors | 
are becoming increasingly im- 
portant. Industries and com- 
munities are springing up along 
the improved rivers, in search 
of dependable water supply and 
attracted by low-cost water | 
transportation.” 

In addition, public uses of 
water are increasing with more 
leisure time and higher earn- | 
ings, Itschner said. And these 
trends wil continue at an ac- | 
celerated rate as the population 
increases. Itschner quoted one 
population expert that this 
country will number nearly | 
250,000,000 persons in 16 years, 
“which is a short time com- 
pared with how long it takes 
to plan and build the major 
water resources projects es- 
sential to the support of this 
population.” 

River Plans Modernized. 

Itschner said the Army En- 
gineers have started a program 
of modernizing the master 
river plans for each major 
river basin. The belief is that 
the nation must know now 
what its requirements will be 


in the foreseeable future in 
each basin. 

Construction of reservoirs’ 
will have to be emphasized, 


Itschner indicated, because | 
they are the key to the future 
adequacy of the water supply 
for all purposes. However, good 
locations for reservoirs are be- 
ing lost “at an alarming rate” 
as developers take over. such | 
sites for other purposes. 
Another problem _Itschner 
mentioned is low flow regula- 
tion, which he said is of par- 


ticular importance to the Mis-| 
river. There, he said, | 


sissippi 

“low flows prestnt a 

problem to navigation.” 
Need by 1980. 

Referring to studies by the 
engineers on the subject, 
Itschner said: 

“Our studies indicate that by 
1980 we shall heed almost 
double the storage now avail- 
able or under construction for 
the Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries for flood control, low 
flow regulation and water sup- 
ply. This storage requirement 
would call for construction of 
hundreds of new dams, large 
and small.” 

He said the 1960 budget in- 
cludes $90,000,000 for general 
construction for the main Mis- 
sissippi basin, which is about 
$13,000,000 more than in the 
current year’s budget. The new 
budget contains no new starts, 
he said. 

Preview of Nuclear Shipping. 

Another speaker, Ed Kem- 
per Sullivan, deputy chief of 
the nuclear projects office of 
the United States Maritime Ad- 
ministration, gave the associa- 
tion a preview of the coming 
age of nuclear shipping. 

Sullivan said it is just a mat- 
ter of time before the advant- 
age of nuclear ships is utilized. 
He did not predict how soon 
the revolution will occur, but 
said:

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP) 
— The Senate Banking Com- 
mittee today approved a six- |

Senator Joseph S. Clark 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, offered 
a stepped-up urban renewal 
plan but it was beaten 9-6. It 
called for a $1,800,000,000 pro- 
gram but this could have been 
000,000 annual rate as 
compromise. 

The committee did not fin- 
ish with the bill but hoped to 
do so this afternoon. This morn- 
ing’s votes made it likely that 
the Sparkman bill would

to investigate after some Mi- | 
ami patrol offiters became sus- 
picious, the report said, but he 
mistakenly believed the sum 
missing was $34,350. 

Sutter demanded and_ got 
that amount from Pierce in 
June 1957, the report contin- 
ued, and “placed it in his per- 
sonal bank account and dissi- 
pated it in the ensuing 90 
days’ by paying off some debts. 

Sutter later discovered Pierce 
still was short $23,175, collect- 
ed it from him, and handed it 
over to the New York wing as 
the total amount recovered, 
the subcommittee said. 

The subcommittee expressed 
concern because the name and 
facilities of the Air Force were 
used by an organization over 
which the Air Force could ex- 
ercise no real authority.

We 
use oil and gas instead of coal, 
detergents instead of soap. Such 
declines here are indications of 
technological change, but they 
embellish the pro-Soviet com- 
parisons.

Appeal of Independence. 

We see in the first place a/| 
whole continent being stirred 
by the irresistible appeal of | 
independence, whether or not | 
independence is to solve all of 
the African problems. 

After World War II, Egypt, 
Sundan and Libya slipped into | 
the ranks of independent na- 
tions almost unnoticed. In 
1957 Ghana became independ- 
ent and that, with the emer- 
gence to nationhood of Tunisia | 
and Morocco above the Sahara, | 
started what has now become 
a rout of old fashioned colo- 
nialism in Africa, its last 
stronghold.

Letter From Havana 

Permit me to say a word in 
favor of the Provisional Govern- 
ment-of Cuba. It has been formed 
by young men (I am old), with 
greater honesty and intelligence, 
than. we have ever seen before in 
Cuba. But besides that, they 
have a surprising capacity for 
work. 

To find a man, the head of a 
government department, who did 
not have an hour's sleep in the last 
72 hours, is nothing exceptional 
these days. And these men will 
greet-you with a smile and an- 
swer aS many questions as you 
care to ask. 

We were very much surprised 
when the Rebel army entered Ha- 
vana. They were so modest and 
polite that it was difficult to be- 
lieve .these were the men who 
had fought with so much tenacity 
against an enemy 10 times their 
mumber and with much better 
armament, tanks, planes. But 
the previous army had no morale 
or reason to fight.

Now a word about Fidel Castro. 
Some papers outside of Cuba have 
referred to Dr. Castro as the 
“new strong man of Cuba.” The 
strong man in Cuba, as you know, 
was Batista, and it seems that 
they are greatly confused when 
they compare our leader to the 
head of the previous Government. 

Dr. Castro could have anything 
he wanted in Cuba, after what he 
has done for us. But he wants 
nothing. We think so much of 
him that he is often compared to 
our Apostle Jose Marti. 

With reference to the execu- 
tions, it is estimated that during 
the Bastista regime (about seven 
years) more than 10,000 persons 
were taken from their homes at 
night, tortured to get information 
from them, killed and buried any- 
where, in large groups.

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The School ‘Emergency’ 


The St. Louis School Board has begun beat- 
ing the drums in behalf of a spring election 
to add about 8 cents to the record high $1.51 
school tax rate. Only last year the people 
approved a 21-cent increase that was supposed 
to provide more than enough cash to run 
the system this year and next. What is the 
sudden emergency? 

Tax receipts have fallen about $1,300,000 
short of what had been anticipated when the 
school budget was prepared before last year’s 
election. In part this deficit can be attributed 
to the buSiness recession that school officials 
evidently ignored when making their calcula- 
tions. In large measure it is the result of a 
justified reduction by the city in the assess- 
ment ratio on the merchants and manufac- 
turers tax. 

Granted then that the school system will 
have less money to work with than it had an- 
ticipated, the crucial question is: Does it need 
more? Is a tax increase justified? Judging 
by figures made public by board members 
themselves, it seems clear that the schools 
can squeeze by for the remainder of this aca- 
demic year. The burden of proof that more 
money is needed next year rests with the 
board. As yet it has not made a convincing 
case. 

School spending has jumped some 30 per 
cent since the 1955-56 fiscal year when the 
board came under the thumb of a majority 
which owed its election to the ward politicians. 
In that same period, the Instruction depart- 
ment’s budget has risen only about 25 per 
cent, but the patronage-ridden Building de- 
partment’s allotment ballooned by 35 per 
cent. Would a tax increase be necessary if 
the fat were boiled out of the Building de- 
partment? 

United States Office of Education statistics 
indicate that in the United States as a whole 
expenditures for operation and maintenance 
of the nation’s school plant represent about 
13 per cent of total school expenditures; in 
St. Louis, the Building department eats up 
about 20 per cent of the total. In the nation 
as a whole expenditures for instruction run 
about 5.13 times the combined expenditures 
for operation and maintenance of plant; in St. 
Louis, only about 3.69 times as much is spent 
on instruction as on buildings. 

These figures strongly suggest that St. 
Louisans are putting far too much money 
into maintenance and far too little into class- 
room instruction. Board Member Daniel L. 
Schlafly has charged that upwards of $100,000 
in unnecessary overtime to custodians might 
be saved by introducing a split shift system; 
and that thousands of dollars additionally 
could be banked by getting rid of unneeded 
Building department employes. 

That there are unnecessary payrollers in 
the Building department was made unmistak- 
ably clear in the recent ouster trial of former 
Building Commissioner Fletcher who put 
workers on the job not because he needed 
them but because of political pressure. Also 
the fact that the beard can suddenly abandon 

some $425.000 in budgeted Building depart- 
ment projects to squeeze through this year is 
highly illuminating. 

The 1954 report by A. T. Kearney & Co. of 
Chicago, for which the Board paid $50,000 and 
which it then ignored, said the schools were 
spending $1,487,000 a year more than they 
should to get the same service. Of this total, 
$50,000 was chargeable to excessive engineer- 
ing and architectural costs; $373,000 to plait 
operation: $740,000 to maintenance; $127,000 
to landscaping, and $44,000 to transportation. 
Most of these operations are within the Build- 
ing department’s jurisdiction. 

St. Louisans have demonstrated time after 
time that they will support a first-class school 
system. But they have a right to insist that 
wasteful expenditures in the Building de- 
partment be eliminated. The Board had bet- 
ter give convincing proof of moving in this 
direction before it goes to the voters for an- 
other tax increase. 


Fulbright for Green 


Senator Green’s chairmanship of the Sen- 


ate Foreign Relations Committee has been a. 


matter of concern from the time when he suc- 
ceeded the late Senator George of Georgia 
two years ago. The fear was not that he 
would mislead this most important committee 
or misuse his position in some arbitrary way. It 
was that the Rhode Island Senator’s advanced 
age might make it difficult for him to direct 
the committee in its urgent deliberations. 

Now Senator Green, at the age of 91—the 
greatest age ever’attained by a Senator in 
service—has resigned his chairmanship be- 
cause of impaired hearing and sight. 

Senator Fulbright of Arkansas, the ‘new 
chairman, is one of the most effective and 
well informed critics of Administration for- 
eign policy. Under his leadership the com- 
mittee promises to be much more of a check 
on Secretary Dulles than it used to be. We 
think this most desirable. 

The White House owes a debt of gratitude 
to Senator Green as it owed one to Senator 
George before him. Their differences with 
the Eisenhower Administration on foreign pol- 
icy were usually slight. Indeed they often 
provided better Democratic support than was 
afforded by many anti-Administration Repub- 
lican Senators. With Senator Fulbright in 
the chair a more critical, vigilant committee 
is in prospect. We suspect that Secretary of 
State Dulles will become aware of the change. 


Political Weakness in Italy 

With the resignation of Amintore Fanfani 
not only as Italy’s premier but also as head of 
the Christian Democratic party, Italian politics 
has taken another turn toward increasing 
factionalism. | 

Under De Gasperi and Fanfani, the Chris- 
tian Democrats have governed since 1946, 
sometimes alone and sometimes in coalition. 
No other party was able to form a government. 

Yet the Christian Democrats in recent years 
have been less strong than they seemed to be. 
There now are at least two parties within the 
party: a progressive group represented by 
Fanfani and backed by modern, industrial 
North Italy, and a more conservative and tra- 
ditional wing with most of its strength in 
Southern Italy. 

The Socialists long ago split into the groups 
headed by Saragat and the more lefitst Nen- 
ni who once worked closely with the Commu- 
nists but who parted from them after the 
Hungarian revolution. Saragat has co-oper- 
ated with the Christian Democrats on occa- 
sion; buit it was news when Nennin showed 
signs of doing so. This maneuver, however, 
was not executed, and the government fell. 
The lesser parties hardly count. 

Ordinarily, Fanfani would have been asked 
to try to form another government, but his 


resignation as party chief suggests that a new 
man will be invited to do so. The prospects are 
that a caretaker regime will be formed to carry 
on routine business. New policies probably 
will have to wait on elections and a new gov- 
ernment based on them. The question is 
whether the splits in the parties will keep a 
new government from being as strong as it 
ought to be. 


Calling for Investigation 


Cancellation of the Fulton power contract 
by Gov. Blair under fire makes it even more 
evident than before that a legislative in- 
vestigation is called for. 

Why have charges which the Governor first 
dismissed as “silly” become, only a few days 
later, important enough to him to warrant 
cancellation? 

Why does the Governor reopen the con- 
tract for the expressed purpose “fo give 
everyone a chance to bid” when he main- 
tained, and continues to maintain, that every- 
one was given a chance to bid before the 
contract was let? 

Why does Missouri: Power & Light Co., 
which received the award, agree without a 
murmur to cancellation “without litigation” 
of a contract it evidently considered an asset 
to its stockholders? 

What are the facts about Fulton Council- 
man W. C. Whitlow’s charge, and Gov. Blair’s 
denial, that the Governor offered to cancel 
the contract in return for calling off the 
legislative investigation proposed by Repre- 
sentative Bernard Simcoe of Callaway county? 

These are new and important unanswered 
questions on top of all the old unanswered 
questions about the Fulton power deal. 

This is not an argument over who should 
get the power contract at Fulton state hos- 
pital. The basic question involved is the let- 
ting of state contracts by fair, objective stand- 
ards and with prospective bidders and the 
public fully informed. 

Surely the Legislature will not want to 
treat that question with indifference. Nor 
should it be eager to share the responsibility 
for a contract from which its own makers 
have retreated once the facts about it began 
to be pried out. 

Legislative oversight will be required to 
prevent questionable methods of contract-let- 
ting by the state from now on, and may be 
required even to insure a completely defen- 
sible re-letting of the Fulton contract. 

Gov. Blair and his director of health and 
welfare, C. Rouss Gallop, bear the first re- 
sponsibility in this matter. But the ultimate 
responsibility, together with whatever blame 
may or may not attach to it, will rest upon 
the Legislature unless it acts promptly and 
above partisanship. 


Quiet but Historic Day 


In the long effort to liberate the American 
public school system from racial discrimina- 
tion, Feb. 2, 1959, will be recorded as a his- 
toric day. 

Children whose skins happen to be dark 
entered previously white schools for the first 
time in both Arlington and Norfolk in Vir- 
ginia. They did so with the support of state 
and lower federal court orders implementing 
the United States Supreme Court decision of 
May 17, 1954. 

There was not the slightest sign of dis- 
order in either community. Virginia had 
gone in for “massive resistance,” but now it 
could see that the time for the break had 
come. Gov. Almond, who did all he could 
to oppose desegregation, deserves credit 
along with local officials for having used the 
forces of law and order to see that there 
were no violent demonstrations. 

Arlington and Norfolk are the answer to 
Little Rock. 


Underdogs in the Underground 


Probably there is no more efficient, or ex- 
asperating subway system in the world than 
the London Underground. Its trains run quick- 
ly and often, and are exceptionally clean, but 
they are also jammed during rush hours, and 
sometimes stop short of where they are going, 
and go another way. This situation has led 
to a passive revolt by Londoners whose pa- 
tience was exhausted. 


The’ other day some 300 of Her Majesty's 
subjects sat fast by their principles when an 
Underground train stopped short of its desti- 
nation. The train crew held the train in the 
station until backed-up traffic forced it to 
move on. This sort of thing has been hap- 
pening often of late. It began when an anony- 
mous gentleman refused to budge when told 
to get off an Underground train that had 
stopped. “It says on the front that it is going 
to Dagenham East,” he said to his fellow pas- 
sengers. “That is where we are all going, 
aren’t we?” The passengers sat; in time the 
train crew was obliged to go to Dagenham 
East. 

Much has been made of the point that the 
Underground revolt shows the other side of 
British passiveness, for Britons are said to 
deplore a “fuss.” We think there is another 
point here. The point is that this is the way 
in which men will eventually demand justice. 
Some ancient Briton once looked at his fellow 
barons and said, “King John can’t do this to 
us, can he?” And so the Magna Carta was 
born. And all the liberties won in the Anglo- 
Saxon world since, or nearly anywhere else, 
have been born of patience grown thin. 

So on, we say, on. Wave your umbrellas, 
gentlemen, and set your derbys and caps, and 
on to High Barnet. On to Cockfosters. On 
to Hounslow West. Especially, on to Dagen- 
ham East! 


So the People May Know 


A bill to bar secret meetings of state and 
local government bodies, except under cer- 
tain conditions and for well-defined reasons, 
has been introduced in the Wisconsin Legis- 
lature. Exceptions would include such meet- 
ings as those for the discussion of probation, 
paroles, crime detection and prevention, con- 
siderations of personnel matters unless the 
person affected asked for an open meeting 
and deliberations concerning public business 
involving bidding which for competitive reas- 
ons should be closed. 

Without passing on the Wisconsin freedom 
of information bill fh its entirety, we can 
certainly say that it looks in the right di- 
rection. Here is something that Missouri 
legislators ought to look into. With the Uni- 
versity of Missouri already launching a Free- 
dom of Information Center a careful, well- 
drawn state statute guaranteeing open meet- 
ings as a general public policy would be 
doubly. appropriate in this state.

How to Use Surpluses 


John H. Davis, former U.S. Assist- 
ant Secretary of Agriculture and now 
a professor at Harvard University, 
has recommended that the program 
for distributing American farm sur- 
pluses overseas be placed on a long- 
range basis. 

Davis made a study for the Eisen- 
hower Administration of the opera- 
tions of Public Law 480. This is 
the law which permits the sale of 
farm surpluses for foreign currency, 
as well as barter trades for strategic 
minerals. 

Davis believes the program has 
been working fairly well, but he ar- 
gues that both the United States and 
recipient countries could make it 
work better if it were set up on a 
five-year plan.

The New York Herald Tribune 
reported last month on the Philadel- 
phia experiment at the end of the 
first month of a six-month test pe- 
riod. The Pennsylvania had _  in- 
creased the number of trains on its 
Chestnut Hill run by 33 per cent to 
thirty-six daily; service was stepped 
up to every fifteen minutes in rush 
hours, every half-hour in off-hours. 


The Reading boosted the number 
of its trains from thirty-three to 
thirty-six daily, Saturday service on 
both lines was almost doubled, and 
cheaper fares were tied in with bus- 
line transfers. 


The result: In the fourth week of 
operation, the Pennsylvania carried 
4133 more passengers than it had in 
the test week of Oct. 6, before the 
plan went into effect, a gain of 14.8 
per cent; and the Reading picked up 
2422 passengers in the same week, 
an improvement of 7.6 per cent over 
its test week in May. For the entire 
four weeks, the Pennsylvania gained 
11,128 additional riders; the Read- 
ing 7099. The effect on city traffic 
already was observable; 600 fewer 
automobiles a day were coming into 
the city from the suburbs. 


Philadelphia hopefully assessed 
the advantages of the plan this way: 
Cheaper fares mean a saving, for 
the individual commuter, of 90 cents 
a day over automobile operation (in- 
cluding parking fees, insurance and 
fuel costs), or a total of $100 in the 
six months of the test period. 

This saving to the individual driver 


is projected into a much greater sav- 
ing to the city. It means, Philadel- 
phia estimates, that about $1,000,000 
annually can be saved on the cost of 
maintaining existing roads and pro- 
viding police protection. And this is 
apart from the merry-go-round cost 
of building ever more and wider 
highways. 

The Mopac and Philadelphia plans, 
if they continue to grow and fulfill 
their promise, of- 
fer this hopeful 
ray of light in an 
otherwise grim 
picture: the rail- 
| roads could re- 
coup their losses, 
regain lost busi- 
ness; they could 
receive the tax re- 
lief to which they 
are entitled (and 
this could be giv- 
en. without cost, 
perhaps even at 
an ultimate sav- 
ing, to the tax 
payer); and lastly, 
the commuter and the shopper could 
be given some of the twentieth-cen- 
tury creature comforts and service to 
which they are entitled. 


But all of this can happen only if 
railroad management exhibits the 
kind of vision that will bring rail 
travel in line with the realities of the 
twentieth century. Subsidies are not 
justified and should not be given 
merely to allow a bad situation to 
continue to deteriorate,

“In the interest of liberty,” 
Father Reinert declared, “it 
would seem that the schools 
have had to confine and re- 
strict rather than broaden and 
expand educational opportunl- 
ties. 

Praises Accomplishments. 

He praised the “magnificent 
accomplishments of our Ameri- 
can schools and colleges,” but 
added the thought that as this 
nation completes its second 
century of growth “we are 
coming to a deeper, more ma- 
ture understanding of the im- 
plications of liberty and free- 
dom.” 

Elaborating on his mention 
of mature understanding, 
Father Reinert said: 

“It is becoming increasingly 
clear that our historic dedica- 
tion to education for all really 
means not a common, uniform 
education, but equality of edu- 
cational opportunity. 

“Educational flexibility 
based on the fact that all men 
are created equal in origin, 
rights and destiny, but amaz- 
ingly different in abilities, 
skills, motivations, desires and 
interest is not undemocratic 
n spirit but the logical con- 
clusion of a maturing concept 
of American freedom and edu- 
cation.” 

It is also becoming increas- 
ingly evident that true liberty 
will not be served by attempts 
to determine one kind or type 
of school as the school which 
American boys and girls must 
be reauired by law to attend, 
Father Reinert said 

Unfortunate Chapter. 

Two such attempts consti- 
tute unfortunate chapters in 
our national history — the ef- 
forts to require all children to 
attend tax-supported schools 
in Oregon: in 1925. and the 
establishment of ‘‘separate but 
equal” schools for Negroes, 
he said. ™ 

“As this nation matures in 
its understanding of true 
liberty, the concept of the de- 
sirability of monolithic, ex- 
clusive, discriminatory types 
of education is certain to dis- 
appear,” Father Reinert de- 
clared.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2—One 
of the basic axioms of modern 
genetics—the “individuality” of 
the gene—has been challenged 
in research sponsored by the 
National Science Foundation. 

For the first time in 50 
years of genetics research, a 
case has been discovered where 
the gene ‘did not follow the 
rule of “individuality” in pass- 
ing on its characteristics to suc- 
ceeding generations. 

‘The foundation described the 
results of the research into the 
“individuality of genes” in its 
latest annual report. The re- 
search was performed by Prof. 
R. Alexander Brink at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin under 
grants from the foundation. 

Findings Summed Up. 

The Foundation summed up 
the significance of Brink’s re- 
search in this way: 

“Should this phenomenon be 
found to occur generally, an 
entirely new mechanism will 
have to be taken into account 
in explaining the origin of 
genetic variability, which it- 
self underlies all evolutionary 
change. This discovery may 
well turn out to be among the 
most significant basic discov- 
eries in genetics. In any event, 
the ‘individuality of genes’ will 
never be the same again.” 

The concept of the individu- 
ality of the gene, which dates 

_ back to Mendel’s work in gen- 
etics nearly 100 years ago, has 
been a basic tenet of genetic 
theory

First Violation Discovered. 

The first case on record in 
which this basic axiom was vio- 
lated was discovered by Brink. 
in his research on the genetics 
of corn. 

Brink found that the gene 
in corn which produces colér 
in the kernel could be modi- 
tied simply by bringing it into 
combination with a particular. 
one of its partner genes. 

When the color gene was 
later removed from the influ- 
ence of its partner gene, it was 
found to be no longer capablé 
of producing normal seed pig- 
ment. This loss of potency on 
the part of the gene was found 
to be permanent. In other 
words, the individuality of the 
color gene had been upset and 
it had been  wmutationally 
changed. 

Foundation scientists report- 
ed that recent .research per- ' 
formed on fruit flies by Dr. 
James F, Crow at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin tends to sup- 
port the belief that this phe- 
nomenon on the non-individ- 
uality of the gene is not unique 
in corn.

Dr. London emphasized 
that Gullion had not become 
disenchanted with the pur- 
pose of the university’s athle- 
tic program, but rather with 
administrative indifference 
and what he interpreted to 
be opposition from some of 
the faculty. 

“Opposition from alumni 
unhappy because the Bears 
weren't big-time didn’t both- 
er Blair,” said the former 
Myrtle and Maroon athlete, 
“but he was disturbed be- 
cause he felt that, for in- 
stance, a group in the science 
and mathematics departments 
favored abolishment of athle- 
tics.” * 

Dr. London said he be- 
lieved that discouragement, 
as much as apparent over- 
work combining the duties of 
administrator,teacher and 
coach, had prompted Gullion 
to relinquish his athletic 
directorship last March. 

“As director he seemed to 
fee] he couldn't get a clear- 
cut statement of policy on 
Washington’s athletic fu- 
ture,” said Dr. London, “‘and 
as a coach he understandably 
became discouraged when 
basketball players in day 
classes began to run into 
night examinations that con- 
flicted with dates of inter- 
collegiate games.” 

Gullion’s greatest concern 
was that increased tuition 
costs and higher entrance re- 
quirements had combined to 
restrict even further athletic 
manpower already limited by 
no financial assistance ex- 
cept through academic schol- 
arships, Dr, London said. 


Sales Resistance 


“Tuition has gone up to 
$900 a year,” it was ex- 
plained, “but Blair was dis- 
turbed more by what he 
called increased recruiting 
resistance in the city and 
area because of academic 
standards higher than ever 
before. 

“And coming up is a new 
and stiffer requirement, one 
by which high school grad- 
uates will have to pass a 
college board entrance ex- 
amination.” 

Dr. London quoted the late 
coach as having told him: 

: “With tuition and academ- 
ic standards so high, parents 
not only are reluctant to 
send boys to a college where 


they might wash out, but

reason.”

If Floyd and Roberts had 
been ousted, the Lawrence 
county board of education 
would have chosen successors 
to fill their terms. 

Petitions seeking the recall 
of five school board members 
of Little Rock were circulated 
last fall but were discarded 
when the five members re- 
signed. In Van Buren, another 
city marked by strife over 
school integration, a petition 
was filed asking for the recall 
of school board memhers but 
it lacked enough signatures. 

Hoxie integrated its public 
schools in July 1955, the third 
Arkansas community to do so. 
The transition was accompan- 
jed by protests and demonstra- 
tions by pro-segregation groups. 
A federal court later enjoined 
these groups from interfering 
with the integration program. 

Twelve Negroes are enrolled 
with about #50 white students 
in Hoxie’s public schools. Hoxie, 
a town of about 1800, is on the 
edge of the east Arkansas cot- 
ton territory.

Is Any Film Star 
Worth $1,000,000? 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2 (AP). 

IS ANY FILM STAR worth $500,000 to $1,000,000 a 
picture, plus a share of its profits? 

In a rare bit of public breast-beating, producer Sam 
Goldwyn recently de- 
clared exorbitant salary 
demands by actors were 
“the chief danger’ facing 
the movie industry. 

There came this re- 
buttal today from Otto 
Premi:.ger, one of the 
most successful  inde- 
pendent producers of the 
last decade: 

“It’s the wrong thing 
to cry in public about 
stars asking for too much 
money. In a free com- 
petitive society, amyone 
is privileged to ask any- 
thing he wants for his 
services. But if you don’t 
want to pay them, you 
don’t have to. 

“If I find an actor asks 
too much, I simply don’t 
employ him. I find somebody else. 

“Is any actor worth a million dollars a picture? You 
can't generalize. He might be worth more than a million 
dollars—if his services are truly unique—or he might be 
worth less than nothing. The public really decides that 
question at the box office.” 

Preminger said producers themselves were largely to 
blame for the present high salary demands of actors.

“This all started by bribery,” he declared 
crisply. “It resulted from producers persuading 
actors to play in scripts the actors really didn’t 
want any part of. The only way the producers 


could get them was to pay them more and more 
money, 


“Actually, of course, there are no fixed salaries for 
stars today. What a star asks for depends on how much 
he wants to do a part. The less he wants it the more 
he'll probably ask. 

“But although he can collect a huge amount for ap- 
pearing in a flop, his standing is impaired until he makes 
another hit—and so is his ability to ask for a huge salary. 

“An actor can price himself out of the market—or 
ruin himself in the long run—if he consistently aims at 
the big dollar rather than the good script and the right 
role. The story is still the most important thing—to the 
actor, the director, the producer, and the public.” 

As a producer, Preminger sometimes is a bit on the 
daring side when it comes to casting. One gamble he feels 
sure will pay off is the hiring of Boston lawyer Joseph 
Welch, star of the Army-McCarthy hearings in 1954, to 
play the judge in his latest film, “Anatomy of a Murder.” 


“In show business everything is a gamble,” 
he remarked. “That's what makes it exciting; that’s 
why I'm in it. But I get most of my enjoyment in 
the making of a picture—not what happens to it. 
Therefore, 1 don’t get too elated by success—or 
too depressed by failure. I look at my life as a 
whole.” 


Preminger feels the motion picture industry is under- 
going a long-range change that will ultimately improve it. 

“I don’t think television has hurt motion pictures,” 
he said. ‘‘We have had only a temporary setback. Television 
will face the problem of becoming a second-rate advertising 
medium rather than a first-rate entertainment medium. 

“Pay television will come, and when it comes it will 
be a good thing. Meanwhile the showing of old pictures on 
TV has made it necessary for us to compete against what 
we did before. This merely forces us to be better than 
we were, and growth is good for anybody.”

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The Wild Freedom of Mountain Men 


Early Western Hunters Lived in a World Far Removed From the One That Bred Them 


Does the modern, tele- 
vised, fictionized image of 
the mountain man begin to 
do him justice—or does it 
glamorize him unduly? Was 
his mission to make clear 
the way of civilization? You 
may be surprised by some of 
the answers in this colorful 
account of the brief era when 
these individualists pursued 
their dream of freedom. The 
writer. William Brandon, who 
has spent much time in the 
West, has used this back- 
ground as a Dasis for short 
stories, magazine articles and 
books, including “The Man 
and the Mountain.” This is 
the latest installment § in 
“The Best From American 
Heritage.”

FREEDOM IS A WORD that 
has had many meanings. In all 
its disguises it has been relent- 
lessly pursued, but perhaps it 
has been longest hunted under 
its most artless aspect — the 
simple notion of individual 
liberty and unrestraint. Jean 
Jacques Rousseau reduced this 
ancient and naive dream of in- 
dividual freedom to concise 
statement in 1750, mistakenly 
choosing primitive man, the 
noble savage dancing in the 
forest primeval, as his example. 
But a half century later a phe- 
nomenon began to emerge in 
western America that in many 
respects brought the dream re- 
markably to life. This was the 
free trapper, the Rocky Moun- 
tain man. 

The mountain man first ap- 
peared with the Lewis and 
Clark report of beaver swarm- 
ing in the streams of the 
western mountains. He lived 
a brief uproarious generation 
and vanished in the early 1840s 
when the market for beaver 
dwindled and vanished, and 
the beaver nearly disappeared 
with it, almost trapped out. 

Due to the remoteness of his 
hunting grounds, the Shining 
Mountains of the Far West, 
the mountain man was the first 
inhabitant of America to find 
himself at ease with the fa- 
miliar concept of great land 
distances that Europeans stil] 
remark as one of our national 
attributes. He was seldom a 
pioneer consciously clearing a 
way for others to follow—he 
was only hunting beaver. 

He lived on his own in a 
neolithic world far removed 
from the Steel Age civilization 
that had bred him. He brought 
along only a few of its tools 
traps, rifle, knife. awl, powder 
and lead. He traveled with 
small, loosely organized groups 
of his own kind, a handful of 
men swallowed in an infinity 
of dark forests and strange 
winds. His joy was the sensual 
animal pleasure of life lived 
for its moments, one by one. He 
hunted with glowimg eves and 
spilled blood on pine needles 
unstirred for centuries. 


He owned a mule or horse 
or two and an Indian girl. He 
dressed in skins she worked 
up for him, and she had warm 
water ready for his feet when 
he came into his camp from 
wading the icy beaver streams. 
In the summer, when trading 
caravans came from St. Louis, 
he packed the spoils of his 
year’s plunder to the great 
trappers’ rendezvous in the 
mountains, bartered it for a 
whoop and a holler and a 
howling hangover, and set out 
on the next long hunt. 

He floated on the rolling 
rivers in boats of skin or bark 
or rafts of logs. He probed out 
trails that are railroads and 
highways today, and learned 
the way from the plains of 
Kansas to California and from 
the deserts of New Mexico and 
Utah to the fern-grown rain 
forests of Oregon. 

Probably the mountain men 
surpassed the Indians in at 
least a number of the neces- 
sary skills of reading sign, 
hunting, living off a wild and 
ominous land, fighting and 
hiding and running like agile 
beasts, lying concealed in 
brush and rocks throughout a 
thirsty day if necessary, starv- 
ing, stealing horses, going dir- 
ty, enduring sun and cold and 
cracking alkali. In some of 
these things they must have 
surpassed the Indians to sur- 
vive. 

They were a_ variegated, 
highly individualistic bunch, 
much more so than any voca- 
tional group in the confines of 
civilization. 


There were men _ from 
what are called good homes 
among them and scrapings 
from*the muddy waterfronts 
of the big rivers from New 
Orleans to the Yellowstone; 
intelligent men and mental 
defectives from backwoods 
slums, heroes and _ victims 
and villains and clowns and 
all the shades between. 


They had in common only a 
constant insecurity and a 
boundless freedom, both of 
such dimensions as to be ap- 
palling to those sheltered by a 
civilized world. In their brief 
time, and it is noteworthy that

their part — thev were only 
hunting beaver—the mountain 
men created a vector of force 
that was an important factor in 


extending the sovereignty of 
the United States over the 
whole enormous western half 


of the continent. 

To some, the lack of restraint 
and the challenge resulted in 
the realization of lives of mon- 
umental stature, lives which 
stamped their mark on the 
changing world, and afforded 
to an extraordinary degree that 
inner recognition of a reason 
for living. 

Such were Jedediah Strong 
Smith, the triumvirate of Jim 
Bridger, Kit Carson and Thom- 
as Fitzpatrick, and a number of 
others. 

Jed Smith was a rather mys- 
tical, probably inspired young 
man, the greatest explorer 
among all the _ far-ranging 
mountain men. It seems that 
as a youth he dreamed of go- 
ing forth and cracking the vast 
shell of the unknown new 
world of the West, and when 
he grew up he went and did it. 

Kit Carson. is still a dime 
novel hero, as he was during 
his lifetime, but his own biog- 


rapher disclaims any notion 
that Kit may have been an 
orthodox great man. A great 


man may be a famous general 
or politician but scarcely some- 
one dressed in buckskins and 
dirt who says “thar” and 
‘“mought be” and grunts with 
satisfaction over the strenuous 


business of ripping off an 
enemy's sealp. Achilles could 
slit dead Hector’s ankles and 


lace through thongs and drag 
him to his: chariot, while the 
women of Troy screamed in 
anguish from the walls, but 
that is different. Kit Carson 
had a profound influence on 
shaping the new West, and he 
had, according to most contem- 
sorary accounts, an exceptional 
integrity and greatness of soul, 


being apparently equally re- 
markable for modesty § and 
bravery, kindliness and hon- 
esty. 


Maybe all this makes him a 
great man, maybe not. What is 
more interesting, or at least 
more worthy of speculation, is 
the thought that Kit Carson 
and others like him may well 
have attained, during their de- 


velopment, a _ high point of 
freedom in the career of 
humankind. 


But the human character is 
an individual thing, and in the 
hour of the mountaineers’ 
leathery blue-blazing § reality 
there were many for whom the 
lack of restraint led only to 
lives that were orgies of unre- 
straint. They were accustomed 
to coming upon dismembered 
bodies of their companions— 
the head put up on a stake 
(with.the hat on) and shot full 
of arrows—so they might go 
among wounded Indians after 
a battle and butcher them in 
grotesque fashion also. Or they 
might indulge the vacuum of 
restraint by simply yelling. 


They yelled when they 
fought Indians and _ they 
yelled when they fought griz- 
zlies and they yelled when 
they dashed to meet strang- 
ers; they sang and shouted 
around a nightly feast, just 
to fill up the infinite starry 
space with noise. They yelled 
when they stampeded and 
stole horses and when they 
chased and stole women. 
They killed anything that 
moved on the slightest prov- 
ocation, including each other, 
and sometimes for no reason 
at all, as when Jim Higgins 
of Ewing Young’s company 
felt an urge while in his cups 
to shoot and kill Big Jim 
Lawrence, and did so. 


A much quoted passage of 
Ruxton, the British author and 
traveler who knew the moun- 
tain men, runs: “Not a hole or 
corner in the vast wilderness 
of the ‘Far West’ but has been 
ransacked by these hardy men 

. the beaver hunter has set 
his traps in every creek and 
stream.” But this is preceded 
by a passage that has not been

they become callous to any 
feeling of danger, and destroy 
human as well as animal life 
with as little scruple and as 
freely as they expose their own. 
Of laws, human or divine, they 
neither know nor care to Know. 
... rhey may have good quali- 
ties, but they are those of ani- 
mal: and people fond of giving 
hard names cal! them revenge- 
ful, bloodthirsty, drunkards 
‘when the wherewithal is to be 
had}, gamblers, regardless of 
the laws of meum and tuum. 
.. . However, there are excep- 
tions, and I have met honest 
mountain men.” 

A free trapper who owned 
to the most unrestrained repu- 
tation in the mountains was 
one William Sherley Williams, 
known as Old Bill. He lived 
more than 40 years withdrawn 
from Civilization. The last 23 
or 24 were spent in the Rocky 
Mountains. As a young man he 
had been for a time a preacher 
in backwoods Missouri; in his 
old age he was famous even 
among the mountain men for 
his rugged individualism. 

Old Bill carried free 
determination a step farther 
than most of his colleagues. 
Generally the trappers liked to 
move and camp together in 
small parties. This meant added 
protection against Indians, help 
in case of injury or accident, 
more hunters to bring in meat, 


self- 


and the human satisfaction. of 
companionship. But Old Bill 
went much alone, especially as 
he grew older, so much so that 
one of his many titles came to 
be Old Solitaire. He frequently 
spent the winters living with 
Indians, most often with the 
Utes, in the heart of the Rocky 
Mountains, but through the 
long hunting season he walked 
by himself. 

He was secretive about his 
trapping grounds. If Bill Wil- 
liams was the envy of the 
shaggy, independent mountain 
men because among them he 
was the most independent, the 
shaggiest, the dirtiest, and 
could go on the biggest sprees, 
he was also envied for the rich 
loads of furs he brought to 
rendezvous or Bent’s Fort.

Warm on 


Cold Days 


By Patricia McCormack 


NEW YORK, 
Feb. 2 (UPI). 

NO NEED to be chilled about 
winter cold. 

Just pay attention to some 
of the Army's tur dling tricks. 
It boils down to making a 
vacuum jug out of yourself. 
The secret is layers of clothing, 
not weight. 

The layers provide dead air 
space between you and the 
cold. This keeps the heat from 
escaping and insulates you. 


Several layers of medium 
weight clothing will keep 
you warmer than one heavy 
garment, even if the single 
garment is as thick as the 
combined layers. 


Dirty clothes are cold clothes 
Dirt and grease clog the air 
spaces in the fabric, reducing 
insulation. 

Don't get too hot. If you fee! 
youre heating up and about 
to perspire, open clothing at 
neck and wrists to let cool air 
in—and some of the heat out 

Remind the children to whisk 
the snow off their clothing be- 
cause body heat eventually will 


melt the snow, making the 
clothing damp. For warmth 
clothing must be kept dry o1 
the outside, too. 

Don’t bundie up too tight! 
If you do, you'll squeeze out 
the layers of insulating air. 
upsetting the “vacuum jug” 


principle.

It’s feet first when first you 
tart to get cold. Wear lavers 
of wool socks, in graduate sizes, 
with the larger fitted over the 
smaller.

Wear layers of gloves, al!

Unwanted Radio Signals from Space 


By Dr. I. M. Levitt

IN TONIGHT’S SKY the 
“baby” Vanguard is circling 
the earth and transmitting ra- 
dio signals back to the earth 
Vanguard was launched March 
17. It has been telemetering 
back information ever since, 


At this moment scientists say 
the one thing they do NOT 
want is more information on 
the temperature of Vanguard. 
Yet its radio is alive and con- 
tinues to transmit. 


Not only have we had nine 
months of information cas- 
cading back but, with Van- 
guard’s high altitude, it will 
continue cluttering up a fra- 
dio frequency for 200 years 
more, 


This points up a_ serious 
problem first brought to at- 
tention by Andrew G_ Haley, 
president of the International 
Astronautical Federation. 

Haley pointed out that the 
continuous transmitting of the 
sputniks on the 20 and 40 meg- 
acycle band was a violation of 
treaties signed by every coun- 
try, including Russia. 

He showed the use of these 
frequencies was illegal be- 


tinuous transmission on this 
frequency affected the opera- 
tion of the legal transmitters. 


Haley said the assignment of 
the frequencies is valid for the 
“airspace” over a nation. Some 
space law experts may argue 
these vehicles are not in a 


country’s airspace but in “‘out- 
er space” and thus not subject 
to regulations, 

But Haley feels that if these 
frequencies are not subject to 


control then we had better 
make provisions for controlling 
them. For years he has tried 
to alert governments to the 
consequences of ignoring regu- 
lations and permitting indis- 
criminate choice of frequencies. 

He pointed out the radio 
spectrum is limited and our 
civilization is making more and 
more demands on this spec- 
trum. While the sputniks were 
in the sky the 20 and 40 meg- 
acycle bafid were useless for 
certain periods of time. 
have since been silenced. But 
as we have seen, the 108 meg- 
acvcle band is cluttered up 
and will remain so for two 
centuries. 


If the scientist had his 
way, he would turn off Van- 
guard’s transmitter. But 
how? Weapons are not yet 
available for knocking the 
satellite out of the sky. 


But unless the 
cleared up, we may someday 
find ourselves unable to trans- 
mit signals on earth at all 
This is not merely an abstract 
problem. It affects us now—on 
earth.

Curing Buffalo Hides 


By Ramon Coffman 


A FUR TRADER named 


|| Daniel Harmon made a journey 
| through the western plains of 


Canada 159 years ago. He 
spent much time among the 
Indians, and wrote a _ book 


which gives us facts about the 
natives before their ways were 
changed by the coming of 
white settlement. In one part 
of the book we read: 


“They kill buffaloes with 
bow and arrows. They gen- 
erally cut up the body into 
1l pieces. 


“In dressing the skin, they 
take off all the meat, then 
stretch the skin on a frame 
and let it dry. They next 
scrape off all the hair, and 
smoke the skin, after which 
they soak it in water for 
about a day. 

“Then they wring it as dry 
as possible. A woman takes 
hold of each end, and they 
hold it over a fire until it is 
perfectly dry. After this, it is 
smoked over a fire built with 
rotten wood, and becomes fit 
for use,” 


Hides were stretched over 
the poles of a tepee (also 
spelled ‘“tipi’’). The covering 
made the tent fairly snug, but 
buffalo robes were needed to 
warm those inside during 
winter. 

The hollow horns of buffa- 
loes were used as drinking 
cups, or were cut and shaped 
into long spoons. Glue was

prepared by boiling the hoofs, 
and the sinews were dried so 
they could serve as strings 
for bows. In addition, the sin- 
ews were employed as thread 
when garments were sewed 
together. 

Buffalo robes. with the fur 
left on were used as blankets. 
The hide was turned into moc- 
casins, also into other articles 
of clothing. 

Often the flesh of a buffalo 
was sliced into thin pieces, 
and the pieces were dried and 
smoked. The slices remained 
good to eat for several months.
